MODIFIED TRAFFIC RULES.

stances It will be satisfactory in such
& form, which being the oase the act-
ganl change In the ordinance will be
undertaken.

THE NEW CHAMBER OF COM-
MEBERCE.

There has been much to commend
in the work which has been done by
two of Norwich's clvie organizations
in thelr efforts to build up and aid in

Panama, Sept, 10, — The virtual
completion of the new 1,000-foot dry
dock at Balboa, in econjunction with
the sheps and foundries there, and of
the 455,000-won coaling plant at Cris-
tobul, are important steps in the mil-
itarization of the Canal, and making
it an important nnval base. ‘The dry
dock and the coaling plant are now in
operation, although further work le
necessary to bring them to comple-
tion. They have both been used dur-
ing the past weesk for commercial
ships passing through the 'Canal, and
the navy cruiser Charleston, which
has been stationed at the Atlantic en-
trance eince the last German crisis, is
now being overhauled and given ex-
tensive repairs Iin the dry dock.

The dry dock is 1,000 feet long by
110 feet wide, having the same dim:
ensions as the chambers of the locks.
1t will accommodate the largest ships
in the world, and even at this stage
of completion has handled one vessel
drawing 33 feet of water.
